Kennedy was the honorary chairman. The foundation was

Subject is allegedly described as being of soviet Interest. 

In addition to the above information, sources among the Russian

This attached report and the reports in the indices of the Criminal 
Intelligence Section reveal that SUBJECT is known to have been in 
various areas outside the UNITED STATES when revolts against the 
UNITED STATF-S G0VERNK3NT has taken place, such as GUAT3KALA and 
CUBA. The reoort also alleges SUBJECT was a close friend of LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD.
